tvhich  will  follow  In  n  short  time. 

The  dimensions  given  on  the  <-uts  are  apiilUable  to  the  liower  Mainland.  lA)wer 
flulf  Islands,  and  the  southern  part  of  Vancouver  Ishiud.  In  other  parts  of  the 
Province,  according  to  the  coldness  and  dampness  of  the  atmjsphere,  the  houses 
should  be  altered  to  meet  the  conditions.  From  (.'hllllwack  to  KamIoop«  and  from 
Cowlchan  to  Oomox  we  would  suggest  that  houses  must  be  built  at  least  10  feet 
in  depth.  For  other  i»nrts  of  the  Province  where  we  do  not  have  extreme  i-old  the 
bouses  should  be  built  at  least  IS  fet>t  In  deiith.  In  constructing  iK>ultr.v-hous«'s,  one 
should  never  build  them  under  12  fei't  In  depth  nor  over  22  feet;  the  fornu.'  would 
allow  too  much  alr-clrculatlon  In  the  house,  and  the  latter  would  allow  too  much 
dampness  to  collect  that  would  not  dry  out  during  the  day. 

The  comblnntlon  pitch  house,  so-calle<l  liecaus4>  of  the  fact  that  the  roof  Is  one- 
third  pitch  to  the  south  and  two-thlnls  pitch  to  the  north.  Is  one  that  we  highly 
rerommeod  In  any  part  of  the  Province.  It  may  be  made  on  the  colony  jiian  or 
built  as  a  continuous  house,  giving  good  succ«>ss  either  way. 

The  Woods  house  gives  gisid  satisfaction  wlien  '.Hillt  not  longer  than  40  fi'et. 
In  A  house  of  this  ty|M>  longer  than  40  feet,  one  has  great  ditilculty  In  UMikln>;  his 
work  handy. 

The  Tulnnin  house  Is  very  satisfactory  as  a  colony  bouse  in  the  dry  parts  of 
the  Province,  but  we  would  discourage  building  this  house  in  any  of  the  damper 
IMirts. 

The  shed-roof  house  may  be  used  the  nunc  as  the  pltcli-rnof,  bit  we  have  an 
objection  to  the  dead-air  sin.i-e  that  '.y  iMumd  to  oirur  if  the  projH'r  pitc-h  Is  maile 
on  the  roof  iu  m  ist  parts  -if  the  Province. 

In  making  a  c«mtlniious  house,  solid  itnrtlMons  should  Ih>  made  at  least  every 
20  feet  to  stop  the  continual  movement  of  air  at  the  back  of  the  hoiiso. 
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
